Rain-Threatened Dikes |

VANCOUVER, B.C., June 22 — 
(BUP) — Pounding flood waters 
and a driving rainstorm weakened 
Fraser Valley dikes today, but a 
civic official said if they held for 
two days, “the flood danger wiil 
be past.” 

A strong wind and rain storm hit 
the Fraser Valley today. lashing 
white-cappad waves against the 
dikes as it’ passed south from the 
Gulf of Alaska. 

Fraser Rivcr flood waters pua- 
ched a hole through the top of the 
dike at Harrison Mills, 65 miles east

Traffic In Confusion 


The tragic death of 9-year-old Ralph 

ig on 109 street near 60 avenue has 
Fevealed a set of circumstances which de- 
mand an immediate professional traffic 
survey in Edmonton and the establishment 
of a reasonabie, efficient and modern 
traffic system. ° 

The present traffic system, if you can 
eall it that, is in utter confusion. 

Alderman Hanna, for example, has 
stated that the residents of the area near 
the city limits on 109 street have pro- 
tested, time and time again, about gravel- 
carrying trucks speeding on 109 street and 
using that highway as a trunk road going 
through a residential district. 

They have asked that 109 street in 
this section be closed to trucks lest some 
fatal accident to children occur.

Town Planner Noe] Dant points out the 
city solicitor had prepared an order closing

No alternative route was offered be- 


cause there is no traffic system in EX- 


monton and apparently no _ traffic 
authority. 
There is no traffic planning and cer- 


tainly no overall traffic plan. 

Berause of this lack, little Ralph Haig 
was crushed to death beneath the wheels 
of a truck. 

This wild traffic confusion has gone 
on long enough. 

Here is a city fairly bursting its seams 
with new population and new growth and 
the so-called traffic system is approxi- 
mately the same as it was 20 years ago. 

There is no use trying to have adequate 
town planning with no traffic plan. 

There is no use patching away ut the 
old system and making it everybody's 
business and therefore nobody's business. 

What Edmonton urgently needs is an 
outside professional survey that will pro- 
vide a detailed analysis of the volumes of 
traffic passing through the various sec- 
tions of the city, their destinations and 
their origins. 

This is a skilled, specialized job re- 
quiring the services of skilled specialists, 

It should not cost more than $10?000. 

Is the life of a 9-vear-old boy not worth 
nfinitely more than $10,000? 

How many more lives must be given to 
prove it?

Nonetheless we use to 
ibe a condition which we 
ynately possess and for the 
defence of which we ate prepar- 
ed to cast everything into the 
hazard. 

It is an omnibus word made to 
cover many abstractions and in- 
tended to include any and every 
attempt at restraints in any field 
where we feel that we ourselves 
heve sole rights to restrain. 


In the last analysis freedom 
means an absence of restraint 
Used pc.uitively it nevertheless 
describes a negation. Hence the 
constantly recurring problems. 
Absolute freedom occurs only in 
reflex action over which we have 
BO control 

What is it that men desire that 
they call freedom? It is the right 
to inspire their own restrictions 
or to elect the delegate on whom 
they confer this power. The more 
complex society becomes and the 
more numerous the restraints 
necessary for its operation, the 
more important it becomes to 
select the instruments of res- 
train.

rolled. Thus the whole ground 
for complaint was what was 
cone outside the premises in ad- 
joining neighborhood 

On that basis it was clearly a 
police problem, and the respon- 
sibility for ending the disturb- 
ances rests squarely upon the 
police,
